Issued With Revolver 

On July 26 at 7.45 a.m., accused 
was issued with a loaded revolver 
as he was to go on duty at 8 a.m.

This garage was already pre- 
pared for its owner, as the stump 
of this great redwood tree, which 
is estimated to be more than 3,000 
years old, was hollowed out sev- 
leral centuries ago by Indians who 
lused it as a one-room house. It is 
24 feet wide and provides ample 
space for the purpose it serves to- 
day.

The wuod is simi- 
lar in cclour and texture, but tne 
foliage is distinct, and ine Dark of 
the Big Tree is much thicker and 
of a red red colour instead of a 
dull brown. The most distinctive 
characteristic is that the Big Tree 
is reproduced only from the seed,
